Sentences more severe than usual 
are being imposed in police court upon 
motorists convicted of driving danger- 
ously on the streets of the city. For the 
reason that, aS stated by the police, this 
offence has become 80 common in re- 
cent weeks stern measures must be | 
taken to curb the menace. 

Whatever the cause—certainly not 
to save gasoline—the reckless ones 
have been growing more reckless, and 
more numerous, of late.

spokesmen. If the outlook for peace in 
the Pacific is not worse than it has 
been, it looks worse—which may only 
mean that Tokyo has dropped the cam- 
ouflage. | 

For this change of attitude there is 
only one explanation. Hitler's fortunes | 
in his war with Russia are at the flood, | 
whereas a fortnight ago he seemed to | 
be bogged down. The urgings of his | 
agents thus sound different in the ears 
of his eastern ally. Now they offer at 
least a chance that Russia may be 
pulled to pieces if Japan lends a hand; 
before they could only invite Tokyo to 
make a wild gamble on an Axis victory 
by no means in sight. Two weeks ago 
there were semi-official suggestions 
that Japan might quit the conspiracy; 
now there are ringing pledges of con- 
tinued fealty, and the United States is 
quite openly dared to come on and fight. 

National policies do not often 
change that quickly. The inference is 
that Konoye was only fishing—or only 
allowed to fish—while the real rulers of 


Japan waited to see how the fight in 
Russia would come out. It will not be 
surprising any morning to learn that | 
Japan has thrown its Manchurian arm) 
in undeclared war against Siberia. The 
militarists are again in control at 
Tokvo—if they ever really relinquished 
control.

In his address at Vancouver, Presi- 
dent Vaughan of the National Railways 
made the gratifying prediction that 
parliament will not have to vote any 
money to pay a deficit on the operations 
of the present year. The revenue from 
traffie handled would be sufficient to 
pay operating expenses and meet all 
fixed charges and taxes. The problem 
of financing the war will not therefore 
be aggravated, for Mr. Ilsley or for the

This happy financial outcome has 
been attained despite the lowest freight

The costs are as heavy as 
they are, not because the rates are 
high, but because the distances are 
great. As Australia and South Africa 
are also vast countries with sparse pop- 
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as wide recognition as it deserves is 
that Canada’s war effort could not pos- 
sibly be carried on at anything resem- 


bling the present scale if it were not for 


its railway systems. Both systems are 
required. For both are busy, and 
neither completely 
country. There could be no munitions 
plants and no great training centres 
anywhere in the inland provinces but 
for the transportation service which 
makes it possible for these to be car- 
ried on.

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Increase In Cost Of Living Has Been Lowest In Edmonton 


Food Prices Lead All Other Rises * 


in General Living 
Cost 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA.—The extent to which food 
prices have led recent rises in the cost of 
living is clearly shown in the latest price 


Statistyes, which are undoubtedly under 
close study by government: advisers in 
drafting fresh plans to protect the con- 


sumer and to maintain economic stability. 

The rise in the cost of living index, 
which gives an average figure for all 
Canada, has been from 100.8 in August, 
1939, to 114.7 in September, 1941, or 13.8 
per cent, But the real story of the cost 
of living increase begins to emerge when 
you analyze the index itself. 

The index was constructed on the basis 
of a survey of expenditures by 1,439 
families of wage earners and salaried 
workers with incomes ranging from $450 
to $2,500 a year. It was started in 1938 


and has been kept up to date each month 
Since then 

The survey showed that the average 
family spends 31.3 per cent on food; 19.1 


per cent on shelter, which normally means 
rent: 6.4 per cent on fuel and lighting; 
11.7 cent on clothing: 8.9 per cent on 
home and 22.6 per cent on 
miscellaneous, including 4.3 per cent on 
health, 1.7 per cent on personal care, 5.8 
per cent on recreation, and 5.2 per cent on 
life insurance, 


Serious Influences 


s obvious that since food costs are 
the major item in the average household 
budget, increases in food prices are the 
most serious influence in bringing home 
to the average Canadian family the cur- 
rent rise in living costs. 

If you take rent and the cost of serv- 
ices out of the living cost index, leaving 
essential commodities that the av- 
erage householder must buy, the result 
shows that retail prices have risen 17.7 
per cent, compared with the 13.8 per cent 
rise in the whole index. 

The Canadian average increase in food 
prices alone has been 24.1 per cent since 
the war started, with clothing showing the 
next greatest rise, of 17.2 per cent.

rents in line, and the average rise since 
the war started has been only 5.7 per cent. 

The miscellaneous items, such as life 
insurance, cost of recreation, and health, 
have not shown much advance, and the 
five per cent rise may easily be due to 
tax increases alone. 

The rise in prices does not occur 
uniformly throughout the country. The 
bureau of statistics issues a report every 
two months on the movement of food 
prices in several selected Canadian cities. 

The latest issue of this report shows 
that Winnipeg enjoys the relative advan- 
tage of the smallest increase in food prices 
since the war started. Percentages of food 
price increases from August, 1939, to 
August, 1941, have been: Winnipeg 185 
per cent; Edmonton 18.7; Toronto 195; 
Saskatoon 20; Vancouver 20; Montreal 
24.3, and Halifax 24.6.

But this does not mean that Winnipeg 
has the lowest cost of living in all Can- 
ada.

To keep a watch on food prices, the 
department of labor receives from corre- 
spondents throughout the country reports 
on prices regularly, and issues a report on 
average retail prices in 69 Canadian cities. 

This report shows that meats and dairy 
products have risen most among staple 
foods since the war started. Prices un- 
doubtedly vary from city to city in most 
commodities, but the averages reported by 
the labor department show that, from 
August 1939, to August 1941, prices have 
changed as follows: Sirloin steak, from 28 
to 34.5¢ a pound; rib>roast, from 20.8 to 
29.1c; veal, 15.4 to 19.3c; mutton, 24.6 to 


85.1c; fresh pork, 23.8 to 28.6c; unsliced 
bacon, 29.9 to 37.6c:; fresh eggs, 30.3 to 
48.4c¢ per dozen; lard 11.3 to 14; finnan 


haddie, 17.3 to 20c¢ a pound; dairy butter, 
22.5 to 35.4¢ a pound; creamery butter, 
26.1 to 40c; cheese 21.5 to 26.7¢; flour 2.9 
to 3.8c a pound; canned tomatoes (2's) 
10.5 to 14¢; potatoes, 15 Ib., 32.6 to 33,2c; 
corn syrup 5 1b., 42.9 to 54.8; granulated 
sugar, 6.6 to 8.6c a pound; black tea 58.3 
to 75.5¢; coffee 33.9 to 47.5; cocoa, 19.3 to 
19.4 per ‘ Ib. tin. 

In 42 food items the only commodities 
in the labor department's tabulation which 
is actually lower in price now than in

The Japanese governing class is 
roughly divided into two sections: those 
who have been in office and know the 
facts, and those who have heen out of 
office and are animated only by a desire 
to use force. 

Prince Konoye is being forced out by 
the latter group who, no more militaristic 
than he is, have not been close enough to 
the actual situation, as he has, to appre- 
ciate and understand the dangers of a 
military adventure at this present time 

Peace Faction 

It would be wrong to believe, however, 
that there is not a large peace faction in 
Japan, outside of those, like Prince 
Konoye, who are merely afraid to fight 

While the industrial barons 
selves, being the war tycoons as well, 
committed to a military expansionist 
policy, everyone else connected in a minor 
capacity with the industrial and com- 
mercial structure of Japan knows per- 
fectly well that war would ruin their jobs 
and probably condemn them to starva- 
tion. 

This class is almost entirely opposed to 
a clash with western powers and consti- 
tutes a sober and sane group encircled by 
the wild-eyed junkers 

But while this class represents the most 
intelligent viewpoint of Japan, its political 
power is non-existent. It consists of the 
kind of people who used to find political 
expression through the Japanese elective 
parliament. Since that parliament, how 
ever, has heen rendered non-operative, it 
has no political voice whatever 


Confusion 


Thus it appears that there are three 
large bodies of public opinion in Japan 

The impotent group of pacifists 

The militarists who, like Konoye, are 
restrained by a knowledge of difficulties 
to be faced 

And the militarists who are so blinded 
by greed and patriotism that they recog- 
nize no difficulties at all 


The confusion consequent upon this 
division makes a foregast of Japanese 


events highly uncertain 

At any moment, a jingoist cabinet may 
take office that will plunge the country 
into war without considering the conse- 
quences, 

It is more reasonable to believe, how- 
ever, that this diversity of viewpoints will 
tend to postpone the evil hour.

—mushrooms—are obtainable at anything 
from 4s to 5s 6d per lb., and the forced 
variety are 5s to 6s per lb. 

Cabbages have risen in price by a cop- 
per or two, green peas are 7d and 8d per 
lb., kidney beans are also 8d per lb., beet- 
roots 2d and 3d each according to whether 
you buy them in their raw state or boiled, 
cauliflowers are 10d and 1]ld each, cucum- 
bers ls and 1s 6d each, vegetable marrows 
10d to 1s each, new carrots 3d a bunch, and 
swede turnips 3d per lb.
